Angelina Jolie’s double 
mastectomy rekindles 
debate about procedure

Angelina Jolie’s announcement Tuesday that 
she has a genetic predisposition to breast and 
ovarian cancer that led her to undergo a pre- 
ventive double mastectomy has raised both 
awareness about the procedure and concerns 
among physicians and other experts. 

The actress revealed that she carries a 
“faulty” gene, BRCAi, linked to an increased 
likelihood of breast cancer and ovarian can- 
cer. “Once I knew that this was my reality,” 
she wrote in a New York Times op-ed col- 
umn, “I decided to be proactive and to mini- 
mize the risk as much I could.” 

Jolie follows other high-profile women 
who have taken this pre-emptive step. But 
none have the celebrity wattage of the 
37-year-old actress, whose mother, producer 
Marcheline Bertrand, died of ovarian cancer 
in 2007 at age 56. 

“It’s pretty significant when an inter- 
national superstar makes a decision to be 
public about this,” said Lindsay Avner, 30, a 
North Side resident who had the same sur- 


gery seven years ago. “To have the national 
stage for this platform is just incredible.” 

But it’s also a cause for worry, some clini- 
cians say Many women without the genetic 
mutation have been choosing preventive, or 
prophylactic, double mastectomy as the first 
line of defense when it’s unnecessary, experts 


said. The headlines made by Jolie may push 
the pendulum even farther in this direction. 

“I hope the message will be if you think you 
are at risk, get the appropriate genetic coun- 
seling,” said Dr. Todd Tuttle, chief of surgi- 
cal oncology at the University of Minnesota, 
who has published several studies on those 


who opt for the more aggressive treatment. 
“I certainly hope that women don’t think My 
cousin had breast cancer, so I should get a 
prophylactic double mastectomy, too.’ ” 

About 12 percent of all women will de- 
velop breast cancer sometime in their lives, 
according to the National Cancer Institute. 
But for women with the gene mutation, 
the risk is closer to 60 to 70 percent, even 
though Jolie’s column cited her risk as 87 
percent, said Dr. Peter Hulick, medical di- 
rector of the Center for Medical Genetics 
at NorthShore University HealthSystem. 
He said that Jolie’s number likely can be at- 
tributed to studies from the mid-1990s that 
since have been revised. 

However, Hulick did not contradict the 
actress’ assertion that she reduced her breast 
cancer risk by about 90 percent. The odds 
would shrink even more if the ovaries are re- 
moved before menopause, further reducing 
estrogen exposure to any remaining breast 
tissue, he said. The double mastectomy re- 
duces the risk of ovarian cancer as well. 

Only 3 to 5 percent of women diagnosed 
with breast cancer have the BRCA abnor- 
malities. With ovarian cancer, it accounts for 
about 10 to 15 percent of cases, according to 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention.

Capt. James T. Kirk and his first officer, 
Spock, probably wouldn’t belt out Bon 
Jovi’s “Livin’ on a Prayer” aboard the 
starship Enterprise. 

^t Zachary Quinto, who returns as Spock 
in the exciting sci-fi/action sequel “Star Trek 
Into Darkness,” names that song as the hy- 
pothetical theme to Kirk (Chris Pine) and 
Spock’s relationship. It feels appropriate— if 
you ignore the track’s romantic implica- 
tions— for the film opening in IMAX on 
Wednesday 

The iconic characters strengthen and 
challenge their bond while discovering that 
they’re only, say, halfway to discovering their 
own beliefs and abilities and how they per- 
tain to their roles onboard the Enterprise. 
The enemy this time: John Harrison (Bene- 
dict Cumberbatch), a former Starfleet offi- 
cer bent on destroying everyone he used to 
work with. 

From London, 35-year-old Quinto talked 
about Spock running like Tom Cruise, why 
the character is so beloved and he and Leon- 
ard Nimoy breaking cosmic rules by putting 
two Spocks in one place.

Peanut butter without jelly 

What kind of jeily? 

[Laughs.] I was always a grape jelly fan as a 
kid. Now I like cherry preserves. 

You needed to prepare for a lot of physicality 
in this film. What was the hardest part of that 
training? 

The sprinting. Definitely the sprinting. 
Because I work out in my real life and I go 
running for exercise, but actually having to 
sprint— like really, really, Tom Cruise-style 
sprinting— it’s harder than it seems. Or it’s 
harder than it looks to maintain the physi- 
cality and also to be playing a character so 
historically associated with economy of 
movement, with stillness. To have to acceler- 
ate and to engage in that level of exertion was 
probably the most challenging aspect of the 
physical training. 

How fast were you going at the peak? 

I don’t know in terms of mph, but I know 
that I was hauling ass and pushing myself 
to the absolute limits of my capabilities. 
[Laughs.]

I mean, I had to contain it, 
right? But I think in containing it I was able 
to create a physicality that was both appropri- 
ate for the sitiiation but also existing within 
the framework of the character, for sure. 

If people know someone like Spock, who's a 
great, reliable guy but is always correcting 
others and isn't naturally fun, how should 
they deal with someone like that? 

[Laughs.] I guess I feel like they would be 
served by respecting the boundaries and the 
framework that their friend puts forth. And 
just in as many ways as possible [try] to draw 
them out and make them more enjoyable 
and also cultivate some level of tolerance. 

You say you've learned a lot from the 
character, and there are many universal ex- 
plorations about integrity and intelligence 
within Spock. What do you think it says 
about someone if they don't relate to him? 
Maybe that they’re not completely in touch 
with a sense of moderation. It’s tough to say. 
Maybe they just aren’t interested in some- 
one who doesn’t express emotion in the way 
that they think they should. But again, I 
feel like my relationship to the character is 
really based on a real respect for him, so it’s 
difficult for me to— I guess I would say that 
those people aren’t very much like me.

Wi;l], bpCK't ^ pretty beloved character, 
and I think part of the reason that he’s so 
beloved is because he doesn’t express what 
he’s feeling, but he feels it very deeply. And 
I think for an audience, he really exists in 
a lot of ways as a blank canvas for them to 
project their own experiences and their own 
feelings onto the character. 

You and Leonard Nimoy [who played Spock 
in the original *'Star Trek" series] have 
established a close relationship in the past 
few years. Can you tell me a memorable or 
unexpected experience that's come from 
that? 

I just have such respect and admiration 
and love for Leonard and his wife, Susan. 
They’ve really ascended to a really impor- 
tant part of my life, and I’m grateful that 
that has come out of this film. For me, ulti- 
mately when I look back on my experience 
and my association with “Star Trek,’’ getting 
to know Leonard and seeing what a fulfilled 
and fully realized life he lives is going to be 
the thing that I appreciate most. 

Have you ever been together and been 
recognized by a passionate ''Star T rek" 
fan whose mind was blown by seeing two 
Spocks together? 

Not that I can recall. But I’m sure if they 
recognized us, they kept it all to themselves. 

I think that might be more than some 
people could handle. 

Maybe. It’s sort of like a cosmic glitch, I 
imagine. We’ll see; I’m sure it’ll happen 
again.

In his second voyage as Capt. James T Kirk, 
Chris Pine is more at ease in the iconic “Star 
Trek” role. 

Pine was 28 when he starred in 2009’s hit 
“Star Trek” reboot (William Shatner was 35 
when the TV series began). In the new movie, 
“StarThek Into Darkness,” opening in IMAX 
on Wednesday, Pine’s Kirk still is in many ways 
a raw cadet rather than a seasoned Starfleet 
commander. His approach emphasizes the 
character’s likability impetuous temper and 
awareness of his shortcomings— although 
he’s still a pro with the ladies. 

Speaking by telephone from London, the 
actor said those limitations and flaws are pre- 
cisely what he enjoys about the character. 

“I like it that he’s not a caped crusader. He 
doesn’t know how to fly or any of the other 
fun tricks that those Marvel guys get to do. 
But he gets to battle his own demons, like all 
of us do. It’s fun to deflne a character that at 
first one might assume will remain the brash, 
cocky upstart but is very soon face-to-face 
with doubt, vulnerability fallibility” 

In one atypical exchange, Kirk confides to 
his good friend Spock, “I have no idea what 
I’m supposed to do. I only know what I can 
do.” 

“He has anxiety about whether he has the 
qualities to be a leader,” Pine said. “To have 
the captain, one of the heroes of the film, be 
so weak and so vulnerable for a great stretch 
of the story makes for interesting stuff” 

He added, “The fun of it is to do that and 
pepper it with nods to Shatner that make me 
smile, and I think will appeal to ardent fans.” 

With four years passing between the first 
and second “Star Trek” installments, an un- 
usually long gap for blockbuster franchise 


films. Pine said he was delighted, and pleas- 
antly surprised, when the follow-up script 
finally arrived. Part adventure, part comedy, 
part character ensemble, part sociopolitical 
commentary, the story draws on the many 
threads that gave Gene Roddenberry’s sci- 
ence-fiction landmark its enduring popularity 

The Star Trek universe always has featured 
parallels to contemporary political realities, 
and the latest installment continues that tra- 
dition. With plot points concerning drone 
missile attacks and urban terrorism, the film 
evokes concerns about U.S. foreign policy and 
carries unanticipated parallels to the recent 
Boston bombing. 

The film “is representative of the kind 
of terrorism we’ve come to know recently,” 
Pine said. English actor Benedict Cumber- 
batch (“Sherlock”), who plays Kirk’s nemesis, 
growls, “%u think your world is safe? It is an 
illusion. A comforting lie.” 

The menacing character “knows how to use 
fear as a weapon,” Pine said. “Our film is fun- 
damentally good entertainment, but one of 
the great things about ‘Star Trek,’ beginning 
with the original series, is that it could talk 
about a great many things more appropriate 
to the world we live in and mask it with this 
fantastical, futuristic world. This gets back 
to that Roddenberry spirit, and this film says 
a lot about how one deals with anger, with 
wanting to inflict violence, with the cycle of 
revenge. Has it worked at all or not? What 
does it achieve? In our film the characters flirt 
with the dark side, do a dance with the devil” 
represented by Cumberbatch’s character. 

“Kirk gets carried away by this bloodlust, 
by this need for revenge,” he said. “Rod- 
denberry’s almost pacifist spirit, I think, is a 
healthy one to put out in the world.”

Stumble Into adulthood 
with the women of 
The Miss Neo Pageant’

It took Megan Mercier a few years to realize 
that the “Grrrl Power” motto she’d grown up 
hearing in the ’80s and ’90s might be a myth. 

“We were told that we could do anything in 
spite of our gender, that anything was possi- 
ble, and so we expected it,” the Neo-Futurists 
ensemble member said. “The problem is that 
it wasn’t true.” 

So she decided to create “The Miss Neo 
Pageant,” which taps a traditional beauty 
contest structure as a jumping-off point to 
explore the broader range of life’s competi- 
tions. “Experiences that we know are shared 
but rarely discussed openly” Mercier said, 
“like competing with friends, having friends, 
feeling that you are working as hard as you 
possibly can toward a reward that is vague to 
the point of possibly not existing at all, gradu- 
ating out of girlhood or boyhood while living 
in environments that glorify it.” 

The show is directed by Stephanie Shaw 
and features five “contestants”— Mercier plus 
Molly Plunk, Leah Urzendowski- Courser, Tif 
Harrison and Jessica Anne— who share their 


true-life experiences about their coming-of- 
age struggles. We couldn’t resist asking them 
pageant-style questions of our own. 

Tell us about your show. 

Molly: This show is about how I never made 
the cheerleading squad. 

Leah: My story is more of a physically mani- 
fested emotional journey It’s about the levels 
that I — and, dare I say we— encounter either 
day to day minute to minute and sometimes, 
second to second. 

Megan: I grew up well-disciplined and po- 
litely eccentric in Alabama, where my family 
was one of a few who didn’t go to church, so 
despite my manners, I was mildly outcast 
to heathenry I’m highly competitive and 
terribly confused about where I fall on the 
child-adult spectrum. 

Tif: I can’t define myself by the positions I’ve 
held or the things I collect because those are 
fleeting. 

Jessica: Because I am of a petite size with a 
Sarah Vowell-esque set of pipes, I have been 
told over and over again that I am “adorable.” 
In this show, I explore the ways in which my 
physicality has held me back socially/profes- 
sionally and deconstruct a determination to 
be taken seriously, as an equal. 

If this were a real pageant, at which category 


would you excel? 

Jessica: I’m a good writer; I could write 
circles around those bleach-blond gazelles. 
Tif: I’m going to say {the} interview because I 
have been to at least 50 in my lifetime and I 
don’t really foresee that trend stopping. 
Megan: Extemporaneous speaking or the 
“platform” section. I’m pretty good at talking 
about anything on the fly and getting in a few 
good jokes in while I do it. 

Leah: Can I just be the host? I’m a great hype 
man ... sorry, hype woman. 

Moily:This isn’t a real pageant? 

Whafs your proudest accomplishment in 
life so far? 

Molly: The pinnacle of my life is marked by 
my swallowing a stranger’s diamond engage- 
ment ring in 2006. 

Megan: Moving to Chicago to be a writer and 
performer. Also, having the courage to just 
get on a CTAbus one day in 2006, having no 
idea how the routes worked. 

Tif: Out of the 86 people in my graduating 
class, I was one of the few that left my home- 
town and never returned. 

Leah: I made it past 30. I’m happy I’m in a 
healthy marriage. I make art with my friends. 
I pay my bills on time. 

Jessica: Standing on my own two feet; it’s not 
easy to live in an apartment and pay bills on 


time. I’m real proud— so proud, in fact, that 
I feel compelled to make art out of it. 

What’s your biggest failure? 

Leah: I could have won the mile run compe- 
tition in seventh grade. I let a boy pass me, 
because he said no girl could ever win over 
a boy I wanted to be liked so I let him get 
ahead of me. Seventh grade is hard. 

Tif: Allowing my financial state to hijack my 
emotional well-being. It’s just not a good way 
to live. 

Megan: I’m a smart person, but I didn’t un- 
derstand what a GPA was for almost the first 
two years of high school. I feel like I could 
have gotten into a good coUege if I’d known 
to try But I’m 29, so the fact that I’m still 
thinking about that on a daily basis is more 
likely my biggest failure. 

Jessica: I dropped out of college. I eventually 
finished and am now working on an MFA. I 
don’t regret it, but it literally was a failure. 
Moliy: I don’t believe in failure.

Is Tommy Knuckles 
extremely awesome 
or certifiably nuts?

No, Tommy Knuckles 
isn’t a dude. According 
to owners, the name 
of this less-than-a- 
month-old Lincoln 
Park bar refers to a 
slang term for some- 
one who is “extremely 
awesome or certifiably 
nuts.” It’s a bold name, 
and along with the 
bar’s fist logo, it’s almost confrontational. But 
co-owner Tyrrell Tomlin said the bar should 
be a laid-back place to hang in Lincoln Park, 
down to the black-and-white portraits on the 
walls that are meant to add a dose of nostal- 
gia. So, would the bar prove to be awesome, 
nuts or some mix of the two? I rounded up a 
couple friends and stopped in during a Black- 
hawks game to sort it out. 

Date-worthy digs: On a strip of Diversey 
Parkway home to college haunt Duffy’s and 
neighborhood pub Galway Bay, Tommy 
Knuckles looks like a classier option, even 
from the street. Three tall, wood-framed 
windows let in plenty of sunlight, and inside, 
the grand bar and light-colored exposed brick 
signal that the former Forno Diablo space 
has seen a major makeover. The crowd, a 
mix of late-20s groups and a few post-office 
couples, seemed suited to the more stylish 
spot, but a few elements didn’t seem to fit. A 
spray-painted wall with the Tommy Knuckles 
logo felt out of place amid the dark wood and 
polished booths, and the servers’ camo-print

tees would be more at home at a shot-sling- 
ing sports bar. 

Growing pains behind the bar: Beers are 
affordable, with a fine smattering of local 
craft choices in the mix. I didn’t get much 
guidance from the obviously still-in-training 
servers, who didn’t have a clue about many of 
the options. My server earned points for pro- 
viding a dish of snack mix for me to munch 
on while I perused the beer list, but she 
also should have set down a glass for my can 
of Revolution Anti-Hero IPA without me 


needing to ask for it. A handful of signature 
cocktails ($io) are displayed on a cute hand- 
chalked menu above the bar, but the bar was 
out of a key ingredient and couldn’t make the 
drink I most wanted to try 

Kitchen hits and misses: It’s clear from the 
steady stream of flatbreads and mussels com- 
ing out of the kitchen that Tommy Knuckles 
isn’t just a wings-and-fries bar. The menu is 
full of borderline cheesiness (the appetizer 
section is called Round i and the sandwiches 
are, yes. Knuckle Sandwiches) but it also has 


restaurant-style options like a salmon salad 
($12) and a crab cake with roasted peppers 
and apples ($12). Impressively, the poached 
egg and asparagus salad ($7) that we ordered 
was cooked perfectly, with a runny yolk and 
non-rubbery veggies. My Royal Goyal lamb 
burger with curry and mango chutney ($12) 
was flavorful and worth ordering again, but 
miscommunication between servers and the 
kitchen meant my friend’s entree didn’t ar- 
rive until 15 minutes after mine. When it did 
arrive, we were surprised to see that the Claw 
($14) wasn’t at all what we expected. Because 
the dish was listed under the Baked Mac and 
Pasta section of the menu, I was looking 
forward to snagging a gooey bite of baked 
mac ’n’ cheese with a golden, cheesy top and 
big hunks of lobster. Instead, we received a 
bowl of noodles swimming in red sauce with 
a couple of melted pieces of mozzarella on 
top and few bits of lobster and mushroom 
mixed in. More knowledgeable servers might 
have described the preparation better, but 
ours were as nervous in explaining the food 
as they were the beer. 

Bottom line: With its warm, airy interior. 
Tommy Knuckles shows promise as a casual 
date spot or game-time hangout. The kitchen 
clearly can turn out some winners, but I’d 
wait until they’ve sorted out all the kinks — 
and fully trained their staff— to return for a 
second visit. The bar isn’t certifiably nuts, but 
sadly, it’s not extremely awesome yet, either.
